The dead body of Oliver Hall of 
Sterling was discovered early

half empty bottle labeled stry chnine

met death by his own hand. 
Hall was arrested on First street 
about 5 o’clock Thursday afternoon,

meeting of the association last night. 
The facts shown by this well known 
physician were than pulmonary tuber­ 
culosis is a prev entable disease and it 
is curable. The outline of its treat­ 
ment was div ided into four heads: 
Hygienic, natural or acq uired inmun* 
ity, therapeutic treatm ent and speci­ 
fic treatm ent. The prev entiv e treat­ 
ment of tuberculosis ts of public inter­ 
est through the danger of the disease 
to all persons and in order to carry out 
the idea the public must be educated 
in its prev ention. Among the means 
necessary for the checking of the 
spread 
of tuberculosis were men­ 
tioned: 1. Caring for the sputum. 
2. Prev enting spitting on sidewalks. 
3. Exclusion of students and teachers 
affected with the disease from the 
common schoolrooms. 4 
The segre­ 
gation of patients 
In Indiana alone two hundred and 
fifty school teachers hav e been re­ 
mov ed from school and class rooms in 
order to prev ent contamination of 
their pupils and the spread of tuber­ 
culosis. 
Needless to say the same 
action should be taken in other states. 
The progress of the bill for a state 
sanitarium is being anxiously watched 
by the physicians. 
In this bill tbe 
legislature is asked to appropriate 
$¿00,000 for a state sanitarium for tne 
treatm ent of tuberculosis patients. 
Tue meeting last ev ening was well 
attended by physicians and a number 
of the nurses. The public general’y 
is inv ited to the meetings of the as* 
sjclation.

His pulpit appeals were very 
effective in winning recruits to th e par­ 
liamentary army , and wh en a town 
was to h e taken by assault th e storm­ 
ing parties were first stimulated to th e 
task by a rousing sermon from th eir 
ch aplain. 


T h e S i m p l on P m ». 
Th e Simplon pass alway s h as been 
th e great h igh way of travel from 
Switzerland into Italy . It was used by 
Caesar and h is legions as far back as 
50 B. C., and, alth ough Napoleon h ap­ 
pened to use th e St. Bernard pass, h e 
recognized th e superior importance of 
th e Simplon and ordered a military 
road to be built over it to serve in fu­ 
ture campaigns.
